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posite of dramatic. He was conversa- 
tional in tone and his stroy was told 
as an uneducated man would tell a conversa- 
tion with another. His tone was conversa- 
tional and the confession was given without 
regard to climaxes. It did not disclose a par- 
ticle of light or shade. And yet it may de re- 
garded asthe sensation of one of the most 
sensational murder trials on record. 

Granting the truth of the statement and 
while the witness in his talks with Maxwell 
has taken care to provide corroborative cir- 
cumstances there might be some doubt 
arising from the way in which it was obtained, 
it proves the murder and the motive for it. 
It proves the method of thé killing. 

Maxwell was outof funds and Preller had 
refused to advance him money for his trip 
West, because he said he had only enough for 
himself. Maxwell was in dire need of cash, 
and as if to still his own conscience said, ‘‘I 
said I would fix him for his meanness.’’ 
The pain that Preller suffered offered the ex- 
cusé, the hypodermic syringe made the deed 
possible, and the chloroform completed the 
act of murder. 

There is one important thing in the testi- 
mony—important above all else. The killing 
might have been proven by circumstantial 
evidence, the motive might have been proven 
in the same way, but the method would have 
remained in the dark. 

The hypodermic syringe figures largely in 
the crime. It has been identified, its contents 
were analyzed, and yet few could 
imagine how it figured in the case. 
Chloroform reaction only was found 
in the viscera of the body. There was one 
thing to be settled. How could the prisoner 
chloroform a powerful man such as Preller 
was? Those only who have tried to place 
a man or an animal under the 
influence of the drug can realize the difficulty 
in the way and the desperate struggle which 
takes place before the chloroform gaing 
ascendency over consciousness. Maxwell was 
not the man to do this. 

The hypodermic syringe made the deed pos- 
sible. Under pretense of easing his pain 
Preller was rendered insenstble, and the rest 
was only the saturation of a handkerchief with 
chloroform and placing it over the face of the 
powerless victim. 

In this light the crime was the cold, deliber- 
ate, cOwardly act ofa villain treacherous and 
cruel as hell itself. There is in it the suggestion 
of that feeling which prompts a man to put his 
foot on a snake. 

Whatever may be said of this method of con 
victing a criminal, and it has been tried be- 
fore, the prosecution has added to circumstan- 
tial evidence testimony which, if unshaken, 
will make irresponsibility the only refuge of 
the defendant from the gallows.

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MACDONALD’S DETECTIVE. 


The Scheme Which Was Concocted to Get 
Maxwell’s Latest Confession. 


John F. McCullough, the witness who 
created a sensation in the Criminal Court to- 
day was arrested at the Mechanics’ Bank on 


February 26, while trying to pass a check for 


$1,180.12, which was drawn up in favor of Joha 
F. Morris, and had the name’ of Dr. 
Smith, Treasurer of the Gould system, signed 
toit. While he was in the bank, Detective 
Furlong came in withaicheck he desired to 

ass, his presence at the time 

eing supposed have been 
pare’y accidental. The check presented 

y McCullough was for $1,180.12, and as the 
signatcre was totally unlike Dr. Smith’s, 
Mr. Hutchinson, the cashier of the bank, 
immediately detected forgery. Shaki 
with excitement he tol Furlong of 
his discovery, and the latter attempted to ar- 
rest McCullougn. Ascuffle ensued, but Fur- 
long bagged his manand brought him to his 
office. e then sent W. E. Phillips, 
oue of his operatives, to swear to information 
fora warrant against him. This he did and 
returned with a Deputy Sheriff who 
—— McCullough under arrest and 
odged him in jall. Dingfelder waived a pre- 
liminary examination in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, and remained locked up 
in jail for forty-seven days when he 
gave bond ih the sum of $2,000 with 
ex-Judge Laughlin as security. Then he 
umped his bond and want to New York. An 
ndictment was returned against him 
by the Grand-jury, Cashier Hutch- 
inson of the Mechanics’ Bank and 
two clerks in the employ of Dr. Smith being 
the witnesses against him. The State officers 
say that neither Phillips nor any 
of the other witnessess who appeared 
before the Grand-jury knew who Medullou 
really was, all supposing he was a forg 
Even Dr. Smith himself was not let into the 
scheme and oe McOullough, or 
Frank Dingfelder, he was known 
to them, to have committed a forgery. 
The case against Dingfelder is still pending in 
the Criminal Court. He says that from New 
York he *wrote Maxwell uuder the name 
concerning two wit- 
nesses he had secured that would testify 
that Maxwell had money when he left Boston, 
He further insists that both Mr. Martin and 
Mr. Fauntleroy wrote him replies to these let- 
ters, wanting to make appointments with the 
men who were to do the sw ng, but 
Mr. Ciover would not let him carry 
the matter any further, and told him he must 
not meet the attorneys. There is some talk of 
introducing these letters of Messrs Martin and 
Fauntleroy in court this afternoon, if the latter 
become too vicious in their attacks. 

A very funny feature of McOullough’s jail 
life is the way he was pursued by attorneys 
who wanted his case. He told them his scheme 
was to get bond and skiptown. Joe long 
endeavored to get him to plead guilty 
and accept a five-years’ term in the Peniten- 
— 2 McOullough or Dingfelder was un- 
willing to agree to this, but intimated that he 
might take a two-years’ term ifone could be 
secured for him.

THE CROWD IN COURT. 


Biggest Attendance at the Maxwell Trial 
Scenes and Incidents To-day. 


The crowd in the court-room this morning 
was larger than that of any preceding day in 
that part of the room allotted to the general 
public. Inside the railing the attendance was 
not so great. Several ladies were there but 
their number did not equal that ofjthe preced- 
ingidays. Soms halt dozen were in the jam 
outside the railing. One poor woman carried a

scathing denunciation of the man and 
methods. The auditorium and bar, the door- 
ways and aisles were quickly filled with eager 
faces.

Men stood upon the window silis now and the 
radiators too, but they were very quiet and the 
deathly hush of the room was not broken by 
the rap of the deputy’s gavel. The witness

As the 
detective proceeded the voice grew steadier, 
but the uneasy manner was still with him. He 
betrayed more embarrassment than the pris- 
oner. The defendant’s attorneys consulted 
frequently in whispers, but never with 
thetr loose-tongued, irresponsible client. The 
witness was manifestly a surprise to the de- 
tense. He was a surprise to the audience and 
more significantly to 
THE JURY. 

Their apathy was gone. Ohilds leaned for- 
w in his chair with his chin in his 
hand. Cabill’s eyes roved restiessly from 
the witness to the defendant. Begg’s gaze was 
riveted on the prisoner with a look that meant 
condemnation firm and settled. Hendricks 
rocked in his chair and occasionally 
wiped the perspiration from his 
forehead, He was evidently taking 
in and weighing every word. Dozier’s faee 
and manner were unchanged. He seemed 
erfectly unmoved and indifferent. - Childs 
eaned over and whispered a word to him 
once. The wrinkles in his forehead never 
moved, and a moment later he placed his hand 
over his mouth and yawned. 

A reporter leaned over to Maxwell and asked 
if he had had the alleged conversation with 
the witness. He turned a blanched profile to 
the questioner and nervously shook his head 
in the negative. 

Every eye in the court-room was directed to 
the attorneys for the defense when the witness 
said that the prisoner had told him that his 
attorneys had the barkeeper of the Southern 
to agree to swear that the prisoner had $700 
when he arrived at the hotel. 

After adjournment several of the visitors 
crowded about Col. Martin and expressed 
their sympathy for his client. A young attor- 
ney was strong in his disapproval of the use of 
the witness McCullough for the tpl wy of 
the prosecution.

‘AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 


W. K. Ross, Who Heard Preller’s Death 
Groans, Stopping at the Lindell. 


During the week subsequent to the discovery 
of Preller’s body in room 144 at the Southern 
Hotel, when excitement over the mysterious 
affair was highest, the most important in- 
formation concerning the manner of 
Preller’s death was that given dy 


a New York traveling man named W. K. Ross, 
who occupied the apartment adjoining room 
144. He stated in an interview that he heard 
very suspicious groans and noises issuing 
from Preller’s room on the day which Preller’s 
death is supposed to have occurred, 
and which, inthe light of subsequent devel- 
opments, became very significant as strongly 
corroborative of the chloroform theory. ni 

A great deal of surprise has been expressed 
by attorneys and persons interested in the 
progress of the trial that Mr. Ross name was 
not included in the list of witnesses made 
out by the prosecution, since in the absence of 
any positive statement on the part of Max- 
well's attorneys of their intention to adopt the 
detense outiined in Maxwell’s interview pub- 
lished in the Posr-Disrarck, it becomes ne- 
ces for the prosecution to establish, beyond 
a doubt, the manner of Preller’s death, 
and Mr. Ross’ testimony isan important link 
in the chain of circumstantial evidence with 
which the prosecution are entangling the ac- 
cused. A little inquiry bya PoOstT-DISPATCH 
reporter elicited: the information 
that Ross —— present in the 
city, and is stopping at the 
Lindell, where he has been since last Tuesday 
morning. When teen to-day Mr. Ross said: 
‘‘AllthatI know about the case has already 
been published, What little I had to say only 
went to strengthenthe chloroform theory, 
and now that Maxwell has admitted the man- 
ner ot Preller’s death, my evidence becomes 
of little importance.’ 

„It has been generally supposed, Mr. Ross, 
that you knew a great d more about the 
tragedy than you let go ofat the time you were 
last interviewed? 

Well, that is a mistake. I have given to the 
public ail of the information which I possess. 
Groans, labored breathing and _ suspicious 
noises, were all that I heard on the eventful 
— 1 Preller is supposed to have met his 

eath.’’ 

Tou saw nothing of the proceedings in 
Preler’s room at the time?“ 

‘‘No;I saw nothing. I only heard. Now, 
while 1 have no particular desire 
to appear as a witness in the oase, on account 
of its sensational character, yet if my testimony 
is necessary to further the ends of justice on 
either side, Ishall of course willingly tell all 
thatI know. Ihave not been subponsed in 
the case, and no _ intimation as been 
conveyed to me by either the 
defense or prosecution that my presence is 
needed at the Four Courts. I shall be here 
for several days, however, and if I’m wanted 
I can always be found at the Lindeil.’’

A DISASTROUS STORM.

ALIEN AND SEDITION LAWS. 

All the ugly features Ind mischievous 
incidents of the recent strikes are being 
used to set native and foreign-born labor- 
ers in hostile array against each other. 
The press is beginning to teem with sug~ 
gestions of a revival of the old ‘‘Alien and 
Sedition Law” crusade against foreigners 
and agitators. 

At the beginning of this century the 
was that all the foreigners coming to this 
country were imbued with the anarchio 
and atheistic principles of the French 
Jacobins, and would plunge American 
society into the same gulf of revolution 
and massacre which had just afflicted 
France. But in spite of that cry and cru- 
sade, Jefferson Democracy triumphed and 
came into power under the lead of a man 
who was denounced as a disciple of Rovus- 
SEAU and as a demagogue of the most 
dangerous ‘‘agrarian and leveller“ 
variety. 

Later the Know-Nothing crusade was 
introduced to down the Democratic party 
by organizing native laborers against the 
foreign born, and Protestant against 
Catholic. Then we were told that all for- 
eigners were Catholics and bent on estab- 
lishing in this country the civil and eccle- 
siastical despotism of an alien Pope. Some 
Democrats fell into the trap, and wage- 
workers were caught with the idea that 
Know-Nothingism would give them a cor- 
ner on the labor market, insuring them 
prosperity and independence. But De- 
mocracy triumped over Know-Nothing- 
ism, and very few Democratic papers are 
now aiding in the attempt to teach Amer- 
ican workmen that a new crusade against 
foreigners as dynamiters, atheists and 
anarchists is the panacea for all the ills 
that labor is heir to. 

It is in the power of the workingmen to 
oure those ills as far as legislation can cure 
them, by united, well-directed and per- 
sistent efforts at the ballot box against 
policies that give combinations of cap- 
ital ant undue advantage and impose 
unfair burdens on labor. But there can 
be no such work done at the ballot box 
while workingmen can be induced to 
waste all their strength in maintaining 
hostile clans, organizations and class 
feuds and fights among themselves. There 
is plenty of law in this country for the 
punishment of the disorderly and the law- 
less. Let the workingmen obey these 
laws and aid in their enforcement, but not 
allow themselves to be deluded with the 
idea that they can better their condition 
or strengthen themselves by any kind of 
legislation that smacks of class favor or 
class proscription.

Tux codfish interest will probably come 
out all right it it will only keep cool and 
keep the law on its side. The statutes 
under which their vessels have been 
recently seized in Canadian waters did 
not, as construed by Canadian courts, 
sustain seizures that were made in similar 
cases years ago, and even if a dif- 
ferent construction should now be put 
upon those statutes, or new statutes should 
be enacted by the Dominion Parliament 
to cover such seizures, the British Govern- 
ment will hardly sustain any action so 
contrary to the spirit and purpose of exist- 
ing treaties.. In the case of the White 
Fawn, seized in 1870, the Vice-Admiralty 
Court of New Brunswick held that the 
statute authorized the seizure of a 
foreign vessel found ‘“‘fishing or pre- 
paring to fish” within three marine 
miles of the Canadian coast, but 
that buying bait in a Canadian harbor 
could not be regarded as preparing to fish 
in the prohibited waters, unless it could be 
shown that the bait was to be used in those 
waters, or, in other words, it was held 
that the vessel did not violate the statute 
by buying bait in a Canadian port to be 
used more than three miles from shore, 
The seized vessels will probably be re- 
leased, and the threatened war between 
blue-noses and blue-bellies averted.

A COMPANY has been organized in Phila- 
delphia for the purpose of establishing 
iron works in the iron ore region of Ala- 
bama. This industry has been the main fao- 
tor in building up the city of Birmington, 
Ala., which has now 25,000 inhabitants. 
The contiguity of coal and tron deposits 
creates the conditions necessary for the 
successful operations of iron works, 
and these conditions obtain in Ala- 
bama. It is in accordance with the 
same rule that Southern cotton fac- 
tories pay a larger dividend on the 
money invested than those of the 
North. When the factories are built close 
to the Southern cotton fields, the expense 
of transporting the raw material a great 
distance is avoided, while other advan- 
tages accrue from the enjoyment of a 
milder climate.

Bell’s Latest Discovery.

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 24.—Prof. Alex- 
ander Graham Bell and his associates, Dr. 
Ohichester A. Belland Sumner Tainter, have 
recently made a discovery and in relation to it 


have worked out a number of inventions 
which they believe to de not _in- 
ferior in importance to the v- 
ery of the art of telephony itself, and 
the inventions to which that discovery has 
ted. They have discovered, or rather Chi- 
chester Bell has discovered, that a ~ ay Baa,

Code of Procedure.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May %4.—A large num- 
ber of petitions have been received of late 
urging upon the Judiciary Committees of the 
Senate and House the necessity of providing a 
Federal code of procedure. A Dill for this 


object is now before each of these committees. 
The bills, which are similar, provide for the 
appointment of a Federal Code Commission 
and extend an invitation to each State and 
Territory to appoint one or more representa- 
tives to advise with this commission with a 
view to making the Federal code as near as 
may be acceptable, not only to Con- 
gress, but also to the Legislatures of ail 
the States and Territories, and with a view to 
further its voluntary adoption in time by each 
of them, thus — dy the concurrent 
action ot these independent legislative bodies 
one uniform practice in all the Federal State 
and Territorial Courts. Justice Miller of the 
Supreme Court, writing of the present situa- 
tion for the American Law Review of St. Louis, 
says that the Federal Judges and the 
ractitioners in the Federal Courts are 
eft to grope their way in this mingling of 
federal law with that of thirty-eight States of 
the Union and of the enactments of the Legis- 
latares of eight Territories and the Dist of 
Columbia. he condition of the Justices of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, who 
are bound to take judicial notice of all these 
different laws and are expected to ascertain 
what they are, can well be imagined.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


Duty of Citizens in Prosecuting Crimes—New 
Suits Filed To-Day. 


Judge Horners to-day in the case of Schloss 
against the St. Louis 4 Mississippi Valley 
Transportation Company rendered a decision 
declining to set aside the verdict for the de- 
fendant. This was a case of aclaim for dam- 
ages for alleged malicious prosecution. 
In such cases the Court holds that 
the question of the gullt of the 
plaintiff is only incidentally involved and the 
real issue is whether the prosecutor had prob- 
prosecution and 
whether there was malice inso doing. A neg- 
ative answer would be fatal on the second 
point, and an aflirmative on the first point 
would de fatal likewise. A citizen 
who has good reason to believe 
that he has been robbed is not bound to ex- 
plore every field or to make a critical exami- 
nation of every avenue of information, nor is 
he bound by the extent or publicity of his in- 
qui to put the supposed culprit on his 
guard for this would defeat the purpose of the 
prosecutor. 

Every good citizen is bound to aid in the 
administration of justice, and to that 
end it is his duty for the  bene- 
tit of the public to prosecute all per- 
sons toward whom circumstances point as 
having been guilty of a crime. Prosecutors 
of crimes are to a certain extent public bene- 
factors, and when they have proceeded in

reasonably cautious

A Panicky Feeling ia the Oil Market—Im- 
portant Field News. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 24.—There was another 
heavy break in oil this morning, caused by the 
big strike of the Cameron well, in the Wash- 
ington District. The market opened weak and 
panicky at 655¢c, and quickly sold down to 
68, which was 4 cents lower than Saturday’s 
close. The news from the field created the 
greatest excitement in oil circles, and large 
blocks of certificates were thrown on the 
market. There were no failures, however, 


and at ll o’clock prices had rallied to 640. 
The Cameron well is located three miles west 
of Washingtonborough, and not far from the 
Smith and Dyer wells. It started off yesterday 
at the rate of 5, barrels a day and is now 
doing 147 barrels an hour.

A Farmers Insane Daughter Confined for 
Years in a Filthy Pen.

Wrsor, Bradford County., Pa., May 24 
Samuel Case, aged 80, is a farmer in comfort - 
able circumstances, although he lives on an 
isolated farm some twenty miles back 
through the woods from this place. The nearest 
settlement to him is the back woods village of 
Orwell, which is ten miles from his farm. The 
farmers who live in his neighborhood are also 
insolated, and but little is known of their do- 
mestic surroundings.

Ashe looked he was hor- 
rified to see rise up out of a box of straw in the 
cage an old woman, scantily clad, almost 
fleshiess, with high cheek bones und gaunt 
eyes. Her head was covered with a mass of 
matted gray hair. The gentleman hurried 
away, determined to have an investigation 
made of his singular discovery. He came to a 
house in the woods two or three miles further 
on, and there he told what he had seen, 
and asked if any information could be 
given him. He was told that the 
woman was old farmer Oase’s dau pores Phebe. 
She had lost her reason twenty-s years 0 
through overwork on the farm — About the 
house. She was then 27 years of age. She 
had been allowed to have her own way about 
the place until ten years ago when she became 
60 violent that her father put up the cage and 
confined her in it. She had never been outside 
of itsince. The neighbors ap + ge thought 
ve little of the case.and treated it as a 
matte: of course. The gentleman who dis- 
covered the unfortunate woman at once noti- 
fled the State Lunacy Commission. Dr. A. J. 
Onot of the commission came up last week to 
investigate it. Case at first refused to open the 
building in which he admitted that he had his 
daughter confined, but finally unlocked it. The 
lunatic was lying in her boxof filthy straw in 
the cage of poles. She had aremnant ofa quilt 
wrapped about ber head, and had but one tat- 
tered garment on her person. She raved 
wildly when disturbed. For ten years her 
father said she had been fed by piacing her 
food owa block which stood on the outside of 
the cage within her reach. She remained in 
the place winter and summer, clad only as she 
was found. Case said he couldn't afford to 
pay her board in an asylum, and was fearful 
she would not be treated well in one. A phy- 
sician who had attended Case’s family for years 
was aware of the way the daughter was kept, 
but didn’t report it. The woman's mother 
died five years ago. The lunatic has been 
taken to the County house. Dr. Onot says 
that with proper care, when the malady first 
appeared, she could have been restored to her 
former sound mental condition.

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NAPLES. 
THE PAST AND PRESENT OF THE FAMED 
ITALIAN CITY. 


Buying a Madonna-—Minister Winston—The 
Modern and Ancient Quarter of the City— 
The New Italian Navy—Habits and Lan- 
guage of the Neapolitans. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drer ren. 
New York, May 24.—The Naples correspon- 


dent of a morning paper, writing under date 
of May 1, says: Naples to-day is in mapy re- 
epectss quite unlke what it was a few years 
ago, and is constantly progressing, but the 
visitor who stops at one of the fine hotels in 
the new part of the city, must not confine his 
walk to that part, nor his excursions to the 
beaten track of tourists. The older part of 
the city exists practically unchanged, and pre- 
sents to the stranger many queer scenes and 
odd phases of life. Many tourists, though, I 
fear, resemble an Englishman and his wife 
whom I saw in a picture store. ‘‘I wanta 
Madonna,’’ said the lady.

Looking in the doorways on the ground floor 
one sees six or eight shoemakers working in a 
room ten feet square, washer women. carpen- 
ters, Dakers and small 1 es plying 
their trades about the doors and front part 
the same room which contains the whole fam- 
lly at night. Much has been said of the 
filth on which these classes live, but it is won- 
derful that they are not worse. Most of these 
rooms that a man gets a glimpse of at night as 
he passes by contain several bedsteads and 
cots in the back, sometimes separated by cur- 
tains; the family sits around a table sewing or 
reading, and the interior looks neat and hcme- 
like. Of course these are not the lovest 
classes. They can be seen, too, swarming in 
front of their houses, just asin New Lor or 
Philadelphia. The houses are nearly all six or 
seven stories high, and the people who ive 
near the top dread ‘the climb up so much that 
it is not at all unusual to see a basket dangling 
from a strong string and hear a _ vaice 
above asking a neighbor: to sexzecate 
some errand and put the fruits of ut in 
the basket. In these narrow streets also, the 
lottery offices are most frequently anet vith, 

although they are not confined to any one 
part of the city. This so-called ‘lottery is 
run by the Government and it is really nothing 
but our old acquaintance ‘‘policy’’ unde: the 
name of lotto,“ and its patronage is chiefly 
drawn from the lower classes, if we may judge 
from the looks of the people seen buying tick- 
ets, some of which are sold for a few cents. 
drawing takes place every week in each of 
the principal ctties and an enormous tum is 
thus extracted from the pockets of the people. 
It seems monstrous at the Government 
should resort to this measure of raising 
money—the burden falling 1 pen the 
ignorant and superstitioùs poor ndubt - 
edly this lottery does more harm thas the 
much talked-of game at Monte Carlo, for 
there the losses fall on people from all parts 
of the world, who, having the means to travel 
abroad, are able to afford the luxury of gamb- 
ling. The natives of Monaco and thé neighbor- 
ing districts are not admitted to the Casio. I 
have seen lately, in several 3 from tome, 
vivid accounts of the wrecks wrought by the 
demon at Monte Carlo, but really it can hardly 
compare with the Louisiana State ogre or the 
thousand of vampire bucket-shops that flour- 
ish in every city in the United States.
